OBTAINED VERSION AS WELL AS OUR REVIEW, WE CONCLUDE THAT THE 
PROBLEM IS ONE OF THE. DEFINITION OF "DEPLOYMENT." IT TO US THAT 
THE U.S. SIDE INTERPRETS THIS TO MEAN A FIRM AND 
SPECIFIC SCHEDULE FOR STATIONING OF NEW LONG RANGE THEATER 
•WEAPONS IN EUROPE WHILE THE FRG LEADERS VIEW A DEPLOYMENT 
DECISION AS THE INTENTION TO DEPLOY NEW THEATER NUCLEAR
